. Windsor Hall was thronged to ca- 
pacity by a highly appreciative audi- 
eiifie whloli come to listen to the Pa3t 
Laureate of England teod from his 
wprks. The, lecture w-as giv&n under 
ihe auspices of .the Navy I>eague of 
Canada. Mç. Masefleld was intro- 
duced by the president of tlie league, 
Brio Rpford, who presented the emi- 
nent poet in an enthuslasiilo and glow- 
ing manner. 

Before proceeding to the actual re- 
cital of his work, Mr. Masefleld out- 
lined the origin of It, Uie irarious con- 
ditions which influenced it, and his 
conception of his toslc ns a writer. He 
divides his work into three types: tlie 
lyric, "that instantaneous reaction to 
a . deep emotion," the narrative whlcli 
he confessed he liked best, chd the dra- 
matic, "the poeiiy of oonfllct." 
Two Influences 
, ;.THc ,two influences wWch weigh up- 
il^^m&t in all of Masefleld's work are 
H^^i' and the countryside. He em- 
phodwd it himself and it was also 
evident from the choice of the read- 
ings.- Two diverting and quietly iron- 
loial yarns of sea life were followed by 
a rendition of the author's most popu- 
lar po2m:

A descriptiôn of the process of aerial 
surv^ was'glven by A. S. Simpson,, a 
graduate of McQlU, last night at < a 
moating of the Engineering Institute 
of Canada. Mr. Simpson, who is in 
clrnrge of survey work for Canadian 



Airways, first outlhied the difficulties 
which arise In taking the plotiires, 
sucti'^as the' need for constant alti- 
tude and constant direction. 

■When the films ore brought In, they 
ai'o first developed and printed. 'The 
niap Is then asseinbled, ceie fibn being 
partly supenmposed over the other, as 
only tlie part'ôf 'the landscape ^éot- 
ly imder Hhé camera^ Is, represdhte^i' 
without distortion. "When the series of 
films are ; arranged, one overlapping 
the other, they are then glued together. 
The compœlte map Is then pboto^ 
gràpKédJby - a huge copying camera. 
Wh'en'tàls fUin Is developed.aiid print- 
ed, it becbines a map. It is then care- 
fully cliepked,; to make sure that no 
crrors fiaye crept in.' "i

whatever subject he decides to dis- 
cuss. Wc are inclined to think that 
perhaps he learned his logic from the 
'group of savants" who sat around the 
stove in the vlUagc barber shop, about 
whom he seems to know so. mucli. 
Otherwise he could never nave been 
guilty of such a sweeping and errone- 
ous generality as quoted above. 

The truth of the matter is r.at ec- 
onomists do understand; Mstory iroves 
their theories to be correct; they agree 
on essentials; and slowly but surely 
they are ^complishing the enlighten- 
ment of the world in certain econo- 
mic facts. J, M. Keynes, famous 
British economist, told the world in 
1919 that Germany could never pay 
the reparations Imposed upon her. tix 
"World Economic Conference hold al 
Genoa in 1922 c^me to definite and 
unanimous conclusions with respect to 
certain monetary problems. A simi- 
lar conference in 1927 made specific 
recommendations to the governments 
of the world which, had tliey been 
followed, would have prevented a great 
deal of present ecohomlcM^g^' 

Probably Mr. Haslam'*nCTS^ knew 
that over 1000 economists in the Uni- 
ted States signed a vigorous protest 
against the Hawley-Smooth Tarriff 
and that there were no protesting 
groups of economists who refused to 
sign. Every self-respecting economist 
in the United States knows that high 
tariffs and the collection of War 
Debts are Incompatible. 

.We are sorry for Mr. Haslam it he 
did not understand Mr. ParWnson's 
discourse on Planned Economy. It Is 
entirely unlikely he would have under 
stood J. M, Keynes, Sir Joslah Stamp, 
Sir Arthur Salter, and several other 
eminent economists v/ho believe in a 
planned economy ot some kind or 
other. Mr. Haslam struck a left 
handed blow at Mr. Parkinson by say- 
ing that he had great faith in Mr, 
Bennett's energy and inferring that he 
had no faith in Mr. Parkinson's theor- 
ies. We could not expect Mr. Has- 
lam to have faith in something he 
cannot understand. But h^id the 
theories been expounded by Sir Arthur 
Salter before the Canadian Club or the 
Board , of Trade it is unlikely that Mr 
Haslam would have atteippted to hide 
his lack of understanding behind a 
thin veneer of sophistication.

A study showing the comparison 
between the cost of Govern- 
ment in Canada and the farm 
value of airfield crops has been 
lircpared by W. Santord Evans 
and released for the National 
Committee on economy la public 
finance by tbo Canadian Chamber 
of Commerce. The study,' as Il- 
lustrated by the chart. Indicates 
tliat In 1913 the total sum ex^iend- 
cd by governments for ordinary 
purposes was equal to 50 per cent, 
of the farm value of nil flckl crops 
in Canada. In 1031 Govcm- 
ments expended a sum equal to 
216 per cent of the value of all 
field crops. . 



As prices ivcro exceptionally 
low and jiclrl .not high in 1931, 
another comparison Is added. The 
average value oJ all field <^ops 
tor the 5 years, 1927-1931, includ- 
ing thréà years ^ot good prices, 
was $806,000,000, while the ordin- 
ary expenditures of governments 
In 1931 were $920.000,000. 

Whereas m 1913 a sum equal to 
one-half the value of the field 
crops suftiocd to meet ordinary 
governmont expenditures, a stage 
has now been reached where the 
average value of all field crops 
falls short -by many millions of 
dollars of meeting the ordinary 
requirements of governments,
